Auction  sales  totaled  around  28  million  pounds  averaging  $125.59  per  hundred.   The  amount  purchased 
in  the  country  amounted  to  about  21  million  pounds  averaging  $144.63.   Growers  placed  4.0  percent  of 
sales  under  loan  this  year.   Grade  averages  and  quality  lower  than  year  before.

Volume  of  830,000  pounds  returned  growers  $99.96  per  hundred.  The  average  was  a  little  lower  than 
last  year  but  poundage  was  higher.

Rivers  in  western  Kentucky  and  northwestern  Tennessee.
